Identifying Requirements 

In looking for the most suitable Brisbane excavator hire for your construction work, it is important 
that you are first well aware of your requirements for the excavation or earthmoving work to be 
done. Renting of excavators is based on hours of use, so you must be certain of the type of 
equipment you will need, specifying the size, weight and boom reach, the horsepower, attachments 
and hydraulics needed and the swing radius. 

The specs of the hired earthmoving equipment will depend on the type of work to be done. 
Determine the estimated weight that will likely be involved. Big trees, heavy rocks and soil might 
have to be carried and moved from the site. Pavement might have to be broken. If so, a breaker 
would have to be attached to the excavator. 

The size and extent of the work will also be a factor in choosing the equipment to use. If you are 
working in a constricted space, the tail swing must be minimal. Manoeuvrability may also be needed 
in the work at hand, or you may be dealing with sloping areas, in which case, you will need a 
machine specifically suited for such terrain. 

Costs Involved 

The costs for renting an excavator must be considered carefully. Typically, the costs are based on the 
hours of usage. Make sure to get the equipment only when you need it. Prepare everything else so 
that you will be able to maximise the use of the equipment during the rental timeframe. 

Hiring an Operator 

Earthmoving machines are not simple machines and will require specific skills and experience for 
operation.
